World Security Is 


Objective Of U.S. 
Military Program 


Navy Secretary Speaks 
To 725 N.D. Graduates; 
Sermon By Bp. Pursley 


Notre Dame-——The United States 
must not relax its military pro- 
gram until we have a force that 
“will be able to ward off aggres- 
sion from any direction and pro- 
vide security on a global scale,” 
the Honorable Francis P. Mat- 
thews, Secretary of the Navy, de- 
clared Sunday afternoon, June 3, 
in a Commencement Address at 
the University of Notre Dame. 

Mr. Matthews was awarded an 
honorary doctorate of laws degree 
by Notre Dame at the University’s 
106th annual Commencement Ex- 
ercises. Others who received hon- 
orary degrees at the ceremonies 
were the Most Rev. Leo A. Purs- 
ley, Auxiliary Bishop of Fort 
Wayne, Ind., who delivered the 
Baccalaureate Sermon; the Rev. 
Gilbert V. F. Hartke, Head of the 
Department of Speech and Drama 
at the Catholic University of 
America, Washington, D.C.;: C. 
Roy MeCanna, Chairman of the 
Board of the. Bank of Burlington, 
Wis., and a member of the Asso- 
ciate Board of Lay Trustees at 
Notre Dame; and Dr. Jacques 
Maritain, noted French philosoph- 
er who formerly was French Am- 
bassador to the Vatican and now 
is a member of the faculty at 
Princeton University. 

Mr. Matthews told the 725 new 
Notre Dame graduates that our 
decision in the Korean crisis was 
necessarily two-fold: first, to sup- 
port the Korean people by provid- 
ing immediate armed support, and 


‘second, to initiate a program of 
‘mobilization at home that would as 
‘soon as possible re-establish the 
‘necessary minimum of military 
istrength. 


The Secretary of the Navy 


pointed out that “because we are 


morally bound to seek peace with 
honor until all hope for it is lost, 


‘we have countered the growing 


threat of Russian Communism in 
the last four years by helping war- 
torn, weary nations recoup their 
strength and stand again on their 
own feet.” 

“The Korean satellite attack on 
South Korea was the final proof 
that we could no longer remain 
disarmed and oppose Communism 
effectively,” Mr. Matthews empha- 
sized. “The Korean invasion dem-

priests to 43,889, the largest ever 
recorded. Professed Religious in- 
clude 7,620 Brothers and 152,178 
Sisters, an increase of 5,111 over 
the preceding year. Of the Relig- 
ious, 72,206 are engaged in works 
other than teaching, it was report- 
ed. The Necrology of the Direc- 
tory lists seven members of the 
Hierarchy and 579 priests who died 
during the year. 


The full-time teaching staffs of 
all educational institutions under 
Catholic auspices were fixed at a 
record total of 111,095 by the Di- 
rectory, an increase of 4,318 or 
more than four per cent over the 
preceding year. The total includes 
7,825 priests, 3,450 Brothers, 416 
scholastics, 84,142 nuns and 15,262 
lay teachers. It was noted that 
there are 1,785 more lay teachers 
and 2,533 more Religious teachers 
than a year ago. 


The Directory records 11,767 
separate educational institutions, 
an increase of 270 over the pre- 
ceding year. The institutions in- 
clude 72 diocesan seminaries; 320 
seminaries, nevitiates and scholas- 
ticates of religious communities; 
236 universities and colleges; 1,628 
diocesan and parish high schools; 
801 private high schools; 8,202 
elementary parish schools and 508 
private elementary schools. The 
Directory also records 153 pro- 


tective institutions with 15,520 
children under instruction. New 
educational institutions include 


four seminaries of religious com- 
munities; 11 universities and col- 
leges; 52 diocesan and parochial 
high schools and 288 new parochial 
elementary schools. 

It was reported that accurate 
statistics establish that an aggre- 
gate of 4,939,164 American youth, 
including orphans, are under Cath- 
olic instruction in all grades, an 
increase of 188,208 over compar- 
able figures of a year ago. 

The Directory. notes the postwar 
increases among students in Cath- 
olic universities and colleges has 
begun to dwindle. A total of 236,- 
636 students in Catholic universi- 
ties and colleges was reported, a 
decrease of 16,091. The Directory 
recalls that there were increases 
in these categories of 12,106 in 
1949; 18,822 in 1948; 45,106 in 
1947 and 72,465 in 1946 over the 
102,655 students enrolled in the 
1945-46 school year.

of 13,016; the 801 private high 
school enrollments totaled 197,597, 
a year’s increase of 2,117; elemen- 
tary parish students totaled 2,575,- 
329, an increase of 97,588, and stu- 
dents in private elementary schools

2.473. The 15,520 children in the 
153 protective institutions repre- 
sented an increase of 726. 


The Directory reports that 1,-

The Di- 
rectory listed 112 special hospitals 
with added facilities to accommo- 
date 8,765 patients with 587 more 
beds than a year ago.

dent that the total of 4,843,094 
patients treated in Catholic hos- 
pitals during 1950 included a large 
number of persons other than 
Catholics.

Erding Air Base, Bavaria—(NC) 
—Kids and candy just naturally go 
together, no matter whether they 
are in Chicago or in a little town 
in southern Germany. 


Proof of this were the happy 
faces of the youngsters of Erd- 
ing, Germany, when they received 
a gift of 800 pounds of candy 
from the children of Chicago’s 
Catholic Youth Organization. 
The candy, part of the more 
than three-quarters of a ton of 
sweets and chewing gum sent to 
children in German towns near 
U.S.- Air Forces bases, was col- 
lected through the efforts of Bis- 
hop Bernard J. Sheil, Auxiliary of 
Chicago and Director General of 
the Chicago CYO, and Charles 
Sebastian of radio station WFJL. 
At Erding, the candy was passed 
out to the children by M/Sgt.

It is an interesting and important 
but a complex problem to decide 
why so many stay so short a time. 
We know now, certainly, that many 
do not last very long in high 
school because of the factors of 
geographic location of their homes 
and their schools and beeause of 
the economics or financial con- 
dition of their families. The oppor- 
tunities for schooling of an ad- 
vanced and prolonged sort are very 
much dependent upon geography, 
as they are also dependent upon 
the economic condition of the fam- 
ily. Where one is born has a large 
part to do with how well he will 
be educated and how much educa- 
tion he will receive. And if so 
many leave school at different 
times, so, too, their careers are 
differently determined, because in 
modern society careers are depend- 
ent very much n the amount 
education that 


many others that are farther down 
in the lines as far as professional 
and learning qualifications are 
concerned. And so9 our careers are 
enlarged by the amount and the 
kind of education that we receive, 
as well as by our families and by 
our geography. 
I should like to consider . with 
you briefly now the question of 
what kinds of communities do 
these children and youths, who are 
the products of our homes and 
schools, move into, First, a general 
characterization of our civilization: 
It is obvious, first of all, that we 
are in a warring civilization. We 
are involved in war, in getting 
over from war previously con- 
ducted, and in preparing for new 
wars. We have what is commonly 
regarded as the great asset or 
know-how that is typically Ameri- 
can, the know-how that is involved 
in the construction of the instru- 
ments of war and in the conduct of 
war. We do not find ourselves so 
competent in the strategies of 
peace. Those boys who are not at 
the top age that is being drawn 
by Selective Service are boys who 
were born about 1925, a year 
which saw the fumbling of the

Sir Thomas More 
Subject Of Radio 
Hour Over WIMS 


Michigan City — On Sunday, 
June 10, at 5:30 p. m., CDT, over 
Radio Station WIMS, 1420 Kes., 
the Ave Maria Hour will present 
the dramatized story of one of 
England’s greatest chancellors, 
Sir Thomas More, who was mar- 
tyred during the reign of King 
Henry the VIII. More was a noted 
barrister who became one of the 
closest advisers to the King. 

Upon. the King’s divorce and 
break with Rome, St. Thomas More 
resigned his position and retired 
from public life. His action con- 
sidered treason against the state, 
also that we live in an urban 
civilization. Ours was, for a long 
time, an agricultural country, but 
for some years now that has not 
been true. As an urban society or 
an urban civilization we get all 
the advantages, but it must also be 
pointed out that we get all the 
disadvantages that come to youths 
who are born in that kind of so- 
ciety. We live individual, and 
lonely, and isolated lives in our 
largest cities. We have lest the 
qualities of good neighborliness, 
good companionship. Our urban 
civilization has become an imper- 
sonal civilization, despite the fact 
that it has likewise given us many 
improvements of a material sort. 
The urbanization of our society 
has been made possible by another 
trait of our time and that is our 
technical advance. Ours is there- 
fore a machine civilization as wel] 
as an ur’ an society. Our produc- 
tion records are phenomenal be- 
eause of the invention of new and 
quick and efficient methods of 
work, but they likewise are imper- 
sonal and they tend to make of 
man in the world of work a mech- 
anical card or a number on a time- 
card. We have gadgets as a result 
of our technical advance, and they 
have brought us much good, but 
they have also changed our mode 
of life in many spheres and not al- 
ways for the good. We have not 
yet determined what to do with our 
machine civilization to help man 
as an individual and people as 


groups. 

Ours is also a civilization that 
has found many break-ups of 
homes—separation, divorce, the 
breakdown of home life, all of 


these are characteristic of our 
civilization, the civilization to 


which our children and youths are 
going every day. 

Finally, ours is a secular civili- 
zation. It may be true that most 
people in this country believe in 
God in one way or another, but 
religion has not become a vital 
force in our social and economic 
life, in our personal relationships, 
even though it may linger on in 
numerous and almost innumerable 
cases of individual and private life. 
I must say that even in private 


life it has almost disa for 
large numbers of people.

Blesses Editor of Visitor 


At Bishop Alerding’s request, 
Pius attached to the script a mes- 
sage, in his own handwriting, 
blessing the editor of Our Sunday 
Visitor, its staff, and its readers. 

The picture and message, now 
framed and glass-covered, hangs 
in the reception hall of Bishop 
Noll’s residence on West Washing- 
ton Bivd. 

An Episcopal Pectoral Cross and 
Pontifical Ring are Bishop Purs- 
ley’s remembrances of the Blessed 
Pope. 

Archbishop J. B. Pitival, Santa 
Fe, N. M., received the cross and 
ring from Pius X while visiting 
Rome in June, 1911. In 1918 Arch- 


“|bishop Pitival, his health failing, 


resigned his position, and later en- 
tered St. Anthony’s Hospital, Den- 
ver, where he died in 1928. He be- 
queathed the cross and ring to 
Mother Bernada, Provincial of the 
Sisters of St. Francis who con- 
ducted the hospital. 

Mother Bernada brought the re- 
ligious articles with her when she 
returned to the order’s mother- 
house at Lafayette, Ind., then in 
the diocese of Fort Wayne. She 
gave them to Bishop Noll in 1935, 
and he, in turn, awarded them to 
Bishop Pursley on his consecration 
as first auxiliary bishop of the 
diocese, on Sept. 19, 1950. 


Used at Solemn Functions 


The ring is comprised of a large 
amethyst, the traditional prelate’s 
stone, encircled by 16 diamonds, 
and is used during solemn func- 
tions and with pontifical vest- 
ments. The cross, worn on similar 
occasions, holds a small reliquary 
in its back which contains a frag- 
ment of the cross on which Christ 
was crucified. 

Bishop Pursley learned recently 
that he is in direct line of Episco- 
pal Consecration from Pius X. The 
Blessed Pope consecrated Gatano 
de Lai Cardinal in 1911. Cardinal 
De Lai, in 1920, consecrated Carlo 
Cardinal Rossi, and he in turn of- 
ficiated at ceremonies sanctifying 
the naming of Amleto Giovanni 
Cicognani as Archbishop of 
Washington, D.C., in 1933. Arch- 
bishop Cicognani, present apostol- 
ic delegate to the United States, 
was Bishop Pursley’s consecrator 
at the Cathedral last year. 

In 1914 Pius publicly offered his 
hfe to God to prevent further 
bloodshed in the war in which his 
people were embroiled. Asked by 
Emperor Franz Josef of Austria 


the Pope said, “I do not bless war, 
I bless peace.” The pontiff died 
in August of that year.

Parish Survey Reveals 10% Actually Deny Christ Is Divine 


[N Richmond, Virginia, accord- 

ing to The Religious News 
Service, May 9, 1951, a survey 
was taken among members of a 
Protestant Episcopal congrega- 
tion to ascertain their views 
about God, -Christ, the Bible, 
immorality and other doctrines. 
A questionnaire was sent to 550 
parishioners and replies were re- 
ceived from 307. 


This poll disclosed that ten 
per cent actually denied belief in 
a personal God and in the divin- 
ity of Christ. Twenty-one mem- 
bers held that God is not per- 
sonal, but merely “a force and 
power.” Thirteen were undecided 
as to whether there was a God 
or not. About Christ 19 held 
that he was merely a “noble 
leader’ to be respected, but not 


worshipped. One held that Christ 


never lived and 16 were unde-! 
cided. | 


Nearly 30 pef cent maintained | 
that “to be a Christian it is not! 
necessary to believe that Jesus | 
Christ is God.” 


Only seventeen believed that 
the Bible was literally true in 
every detail. One parishioner re- 
marked, “the pressure of busi- 
ness and the stress of modern 
living often knock all religion 
and faith out of me.”

To Increase Membership, Activities 


Washington —(NC)— In an ef- 
fort to broaden its activities, the 
National Council of Catholic Men 
has launched a nation-wide mem- 
bership and promotion campaign, 
it has been disclosed here. ~~ 

The action is in line with a res- 
olution adopted at the annual April 
meeting of the Administrative 
Board of the National Catholic 
Welfare Conference, in which the 
board members called upon Cath- 
olic men’s organizations to support 
the activities of the NCCM. 

The campaign is under the direc- 
tion of Martin H. Work, NCCM 
executive secretary. It entails con- 
tacting every Catholic men’s or- 
ganization in the country, from the 
parish to the national levels, and 
urging that they join if they are 
not now affiliated with the NCCM. 

Mr. Work estimated that there 
now are more than 20 major nat- 
ional Catholic men’s organizations, 
some 13,000 men’s parochial or- 
ganizations, and a number of dio- 
cesan, city and state Catholic men’s 

ups which are not as yet affil- 
lated with the NCCM. 

The National Council of Catholic 
Men was founded 31 years ago. 
The resolution adopted at the Ap- 
ril meeting of the N.C.W.C. Ad- 
ministrative Board marked the 
first time that the board singled 
out the NCCM and directly urged 
organizations of Catholic men 
throughout the country to affiliate 
with it. 

The resolution of the board 
pointed out that the NCCM was 
founded in 1920 to coordinate, pro- 
mote and assist the activities of 
Catholic lay organizations of the 
nation under the direction of the 
U.S. Hierarchy. The resolution em- 
phasized that the NCCM is “purely 
a federation of existing Catholic 
men’s poere and not a duplicate 
of established organizations.” 

“Today, as never before in the 
years since its founding,” the res- 
olution reads, “the work of the 
NCCM is important to the Church. 
The problems that press upon her 
from all sides call for a well plan- 
ned, fully coordinated, progressive 


program of action by Catholic lay- 
men. 

“Through the NCCM the mind of 
the Bishops can be made known 
and an adequate program fostered 
for implementation by its autono- 
mous affiliated members. 

“In addition,” the resolution con- 
tinues, “NCCM, as the national 
federation of Catholic Men's or- 
ganizations, is asked to speak for 
Catholic men, in accordance with 
the mind of the Church, on issues 
of the day. 

“The strength of its voice is pro- 
portionate to the support it re- 
ceives throughout the country. It 
is our earnest wish that the NCCM 
be given the cooperation that will 
enable it to function as a vital 
arm of the Church.” 

Mr. Work outlined the following 
prime purposes-of the NCCM: to 
serve as a national center of Cath- 
olic Action for men of the nation; 
to constitute a channel for convey- 
ing information and services from 
the various nes os mparng of the 
N.C.W.C. to Catholic men through- 
out the country; to sponsor appro- 


priate activities under the approval 
of the nation’s Hierarchy; to serve 
as a clearing house for exchange 
of information and to suggest pro- 
gram aids to affiliated organiza- 
tions; to serve as a spearhead for 
united action of Catholic men un- 
der the guidance of the nation’s 
Hierarchy, and to represent organ- 
ized Catholic men at meetings of 
public, nation-wide importance. — 

Mr. Work said that in practice 
the methods by which Catholic 
men’s organizations affiliate with 
the NCCM differ from diocese to 
diocese, but added that the ideal 
setup is organizations of parish 
councils, which are formed into 
deanery councils. The deanery 
councils, in turn, form a diocesan 
council, which is affiliated with 
the NCCM. 

Mr. Work also announced for 
the benefit of unaffiliated men’s 
organizations, that ‘all such groups 
may obtain information regarding 
affiliation by communicating ‘with 
the National Council of Catholic

Father McLaughlin said that 
there has been.a great spiritual 
regeneration in the Philippines 
since the war, but “the long-range 
task must be carried to a finish.” 
The Superior-General said he 
considered the mission of the Mill 
Hill Fathers in East Africa, where 
there are 500,000 Catholics, the 
most flourishing of all the foreign 
missions conducted by the Society. 
In the mission, comprising three 
vicariates, native priests are edu- 
cated and ordained, schools are 
conducted, and hospitals operated. 
The school and hospital work is 
done with aid of the Franciscan 
Missionary Sisters of St. Joseph, 
whose motherhouse is in Man- 
chester, England.

All the playgrounds, in addition 
to the playing fields for different 
‘sports and the necessary equip- 
ment, are equipped with lockers 
and shower rooms and are under 
the continuous supervision of com- 
petent personnel on a year-round 
basis. They are in continual use 
and in such demand that attend- 
ance has to be regulated by turns 
to various schools and institutions 
in order to make the best use of 
the facilities, Officials estimate 
that an average all-year daily use 
by the children would easily reach 
150 to 200 children per day 
throughout their entire history. 

The Knights of Columbus have 
never relirfquished or delayed their 
support and maintenance of this 
soundly beneficial work through 
all the years.

Clean-Up Needed 


But now, a hg later, even 
the most superficial examination 
of the problem showed a situation 
so appalling as almost to defy any 
attempt at a clean-up. The sheer 
bulk of the publications was for- 
midable; the motive of the pub- 
lishers was a complex of profit 
and ideology; the moral conscious- 
ness of the public in their regard 
had become quite blunt; the legal 
code was inadequate. 


There are of course any number 
of bona-fide books, pictures, and 
charts dealing with sex and an- 
atomy. Then there is a sort of twi- 
light area stretching from pure sci- 
ence on the one hand, through 
risqué material disguised as. ur- 
banity, to the borderline of the 
wholly pornographic — including 
such magazine titles as Ardent 
Sexual Love, Paris Revels, Sizzling 
Stories, Gay Parisienne, Spicy 
Stories, Nudies, Tattle Tales, Pep, 
and literally hundreds of others. 


A random check of the news- 
stands made by Bishop Noll’s or- 
ganization in the course of a month 
showed over eighty articles fea- 
tured of which these examples are 
typical: Sex, Shame, and Selfish- 
ness; Sex-Satisfying Lives; Sexless 
and Sinful Wives; Sexual Religion; 
The Revealing Stories of Two Pas- 
sionate Lovers; Where Wild Pas- 
sion Leads; Why I Was an Unwed- 
ded Wife; Proxy Kisses; Sinner 
Ella; I Take Care of My Wimmen; 
Wife for a Night; On the High 
She’s; Red Headed Venus; Always 
One Night; What Makes Girls 
Tick; Sex and Sevens; White Girl 
Trap; Inside Stuff; Lust Conquers 
All; Free-lance Love; Candid Cam- 
era Nudities; When Sinners Meet, 
etc. 


These filthy sheets—and even 
some of the more edifying and less 
“glandular” magazines, such as 
those featuring detective and wild- 
west stories—carried advertising of 
a highly objectionable sort (several 
hundred dollars a column). One 
issue, chosen at random, on the in- 
side cover solicited customers for 
a ‘book offering “a solution of inti- 
mate sex difficulties.” Seven other 
advertisements had lurid displays 
of books dealing with sex—one 
guaranteeing to teach “the art of 
seduction.” Four offered contra- 
ceptives for sale, and several other 
advertisements were pushing the 
sale of magazines worse than the 
one under consideration. Especially 
offensive to Catholics was the dis- 
play by “Charm Products Com- 
pany” of a Miraculous Medal in 
some of the worst periodicals under 
the blurb, “I won fifty dollars the 
— I received my Miraculous Med- 
a igs 


Anyone gullible enough to an- 
swer @he of these notices had his 
name listed for circulation among 
most of the purveyors of lascivious 
materials* and found his mailbox 
choked with catalogues from such 
houses as The Eugenics Publishing 
Company, The Falstaff Publishing 
Company, Realife Photos, Free 
Thought Press Association, etc. 


15,000,000 A Month 


A survey showed that there were 
more than four hundred of these 
erotic periodicals in the United 
States with an aggregate circula- 
tion estimated at fifteen million 
monthly. Most of them originated 
in New York State, although here 
again there was difficulty in check- 
ing because many of the titles were 
“one-shot” performers—put out for 
only one issue—while others were 
made up by a different printer each 
month. They had their origin for 
the most part during the depression 
when the public had plenty of lei- 
sure for reading. Distribution on a 
national basis was generally 
through either the American News 
Agency with its 90,000 stands, or 
the Independent News Service, con- 
trolling 160,000 stands and racks. 


Magazines were not sent directly 
from the big news companies to all 
dealers, but to regional 

agents who made their distribution 
by truck. Bishop Noll was advised 
that, with the exception of New

More than a hundred of our Ameri- 
can periodicals were forbidden cir- 
culation in Canada and Australia. 
_The more he studied the situa- 
tion the more the Bishop became 
convinced that much of this printed 
and pictured lewdness was being 
produced and circulated to destroy 
the morals of youth in perfect 
keeping with the Communistic ob- 
jectives. Frederick Collins, in Lib- 
erty of November 23, 1937, had 
expressed a similar view, quoting 
Gregory Zinovief’s statement that 
“Our party cannot be indifferent 
to religious questions ... The Com- 
munist Party says what Marx says, 
that religion is an opiate of the 


intercourse by the victim is valid 
defense. There have been startling 
increases in degenerate offenses 
and evidence of perversions, run- 
ning into thousands of cases a 
year in larger cities. With all these 
things in mind, it is highly neces- 
sary that obscenity be appraised 
for what it has become, not an ad- 
junct of minor infractions, but an 
important and dangerous causation 
of many of our worst and most re- 
volting crimes.” 

(Some nine or ten years later, 
Dr. Alfred Kinsey was to throw an 
interesting sidelight on all these 
developments, in his rather too-well 
publicized report.)

The results of this vicious flood 
were apparent. From 1929 to 1939 
the growth of salacious literature 
had been without equal in history, 
Correspondingly, sex crimes dur- 
ing the same period more than 
doubled, one out of every four be- 
Ing committed by persons under 
twenty. While crime in general 
decreased in the United States dur- 
ing 1939, sex offenses increased 
seven per cent. Rape cases were 
up fifty per cent since 1984. 

Cooper noted that “A majority 
of these cases are of the forcible 
type. The old plaint of statutory 
rape is becoming steadily more dif- 
ficult to prove,” he added, “for the 
reason that evidence of previous

people. Of course, it is very import- 
ant how your anti-religious propa- 
ganda is conducted, whether it is 
done shrewdly or crudely.” 


Curiously—or, perhaps, not so 
curiously—it was observed that the 
Eugenics Publishing Company of 
New York was headed by a man 
who was also president of the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Atheism, and was 
also the chief publisher, or at least 
the distributor, of numerous books 
dealing with the subject of sex, 
so written and so priced that they 
would attract the young reader. 


Worse even than all this was a 
type of literature and pictures that 
was wholly depraved — not just 
naughtiness or “art studies” fea- 
turing undraped women. These 
things were printed descriptions 
and photographs of people engaged 
in the lowest conceivable types of 
perversion and degeneracy. These 
had mysteriously passed from 
back-alley and hand-to-hand pur- 
veyance to availability in filling 
stations, candy and _ stationery 
shops, hotel-rooms, garages, auto- 
supply houses, restaurants, Bar- 
B-Q’s, Dine-and-Dance places, 
lunch rooms, soda fountains, and 
grocery stores—this, according to 
reports from United States Postal 
Inspectors. In fact, men were hired 


to distribute them gratis to chil-|* 


dren as they came out of the 


schools. 


Destroyed Youth's Morals 


At the time, the late Courtney 
Ryley Cooper reported that it was 
not uncommon for school children,

especially high-school students, to 
turn an extra penny for themselves 
by peddling these articles among 
their schoolmates. 


“Obscenity has grown upon itself 
so greatly,” he wrote, “that the 
selling of it now employs thousands 
of persons. This, in turn, has 
brought a marked increase in prom- 
iscuity, especially among the young 
which has, in turn, resulted in a 
sale for contraceptives so large 
that the demand has tripled within 
the last few years. The step beyond 
this is a marked increase in per- 
version. Many high school chil- 
dren of today know more about 
these acts than the average aduit| 
possessed ten or fifteen years ago.” | 

Cooper said that in an entire 
circuit of America he failed to find 
a city where officers reported no 
such things as cartoon books 
around the schools, “these ‘car- 
toons’ depicting widely known per- 


sons, running about nak ed to- 
gether, and indulging in every 
form of perversion known to} 


Krafft-Ebing.” | 
With the assistance of the Post. 
Office Department he conducted a 
two-months’ investigation: “From 
one publishing firm alone, which is 
adept in worming its way through 
the loopholes of present tax laws, 
came offers of more than a hundred 
titles having to do with homosexu- 
ality, licentiousness, and what 1s 
known in our best degenerate cir- 
cles as ‘spanking’... . 
“The entire United States is now 
divided into districts of an average 
of a hundred miles’ radius, and) 
served from adjacent big cities. 
These districts are fought for, ap- 
portioned by syndicate owners or 
politically strong gangsters in the 
obscenity business, in exactly the 
same manner in which booze-sell- 
ing in city districts was alloted 
during the Prohibition era. The 
peddlers who ‘own’ these districts 
do not miss a single city, town, 
hamlet, or cross-road; the type of 
obscenity described in this chapter 
often may be bought as easily by 
those who know in a town of one 
hundred population as in Chicago, 
or Philadelphia, or New York City.

for us of our own power. Good 
works of the natural order only, 
or those performed from a natural 
motive do not count for Heaven. 


There are those who teach that 
good works of all kinds, even those 
prompted by divine inspiration, and 
performed with the help of grace, 
are worth nothing. It is common in 
sectarian periodicals to read an ut- 
terance which Luther borrowed 
from the Old Testament which 
reads, in substance, “All your 
works are as filthy rags.” 


Now, of course, what the inspired 
author wrote in the Old Testament 
and what Christ and St. Paul said 
about certain good works in the 
New, had an entirely different 
meaning. Christ rebuked those who 
performed their good works merely 
to be seen by men, and St. Paul re- 
minded the converts from Judaism 
that the observance of the Cere- 
monial Laws, as practiced by their 
forefathers, were no longer binding 
and, in fact, had no inherent value. 
But many modern churchmen apply 
the words of St. Paul even to the 
Ten Commandments, claiming that 
there is only one thing needful for 
salvation and that is to have their 
sins covered up by the righteous- 
ness of Christ, so that even though 
they are recorded against us, they 
are not imputed to us. 


You have often heard people say 
that they are already saved. This 
is because they are taught that all 
that is necessary is to believe, by 
which they mean “trust in the 
merits of Christ” and take Him 
as their personal Savior. From that 
moment they believe that they are 
saved. This is so contradictory to 
the fundamental teaching of Holy 
Scripture, namely, that no matter 
how strong le’s belief is they 
must keep the Commandments.

OPE LEO XIII called Saint An- 

thony of Padua the “saint of 
the whole world.” In the 720 years 
since his death, devotion to Saint 
Anthony has spread. Thousands— 
perhaps millions—ask him for fa- 
vors. A popular custom is to put 
the initials “S. A. G.” on letters— 
meaning, of course, “Saint An- 
thony, Guide.” 


The miraculous stories about An- 
thony are many and widespread. 
He is the special patron of those 
who have lost articles, and almost 
anyone can tell you his favorite 
story of how Saint Anthony found 
something for him. The Catholic 
Encyclopedia refers to Saint An. 
thony as the greatest “thaumatur- 
gist” of all time. That’s strictly a 
five-dollar word for use on Sun- 
days; it means “miracle-worker.”

Wad? week we outlined in gen- 
eral the work of Catholic Ac- 
tion and the Young Christian Stu- 
dents. We showed briefly the need 
for lay Catholic Action in our high- 
ly specialized society, and placed 
YCS in its proper category in rela- 
tion to other such movements. 

We also outlined the purposes of 
student Catholic Action and ex- 
plained the method used by YCS 
to achieve its goals. However, all 
that we said was highly theoretical. 
Now it’s time to get down to earth.

However, it seemed to the group 
members that the draft crisis and 
the crisis in international affairs 
certainly should have affected the 
student to a greater degree, par- 
ticularly in his religious life. They 
therefore set out to ascertain 
whether the students were cogni- 
zant of the root causes of the draft: 
Communism, disregard for the 
warnings made at Fatima, and, 
ultimately, secularism and mater-| 
ialism. 

This observation showed, most | 
particularly, that not enough stu- | 
dents knew of the prophecies and 
promises: which Our Blessed Lady 
made at Fatima, and that, even if 
they knew of them, they failed to 
correlate the prophecies with pres- 
ent world events. This problem was 
judged by the group members to 
be important enough to demand a 
prompt, effective remedy. 


Five Point Program 


Group members were soon ready 
with suggestions for possible ac- 
tion. It was decided that the group 
would sponsor a five-way program, 
the purpose of which would be to 
acquaint the student body with the 
Fatima apparitions. This program, 
as projected, consisted of a lecture 
by a prominent faculty member; 
an article in the student publica-. 
tion, the Scholastic; a film; a radio 
drama over WND, the campus 
radio station, and a display in the 
Notre Dame library of the avail- 
able literature on Fatima. It was 
soon learned, however, that no suit- 
able film about Fatima was avail- 
able, and therefore this part of the 
program had to be abandoned. 


Publicity was procured by means 
of posters, the Notre Dame Re- 
ligious Bulletin, the Scholastic, 
WND, and the University Calen- 
dar. The program was presented 
with outstanding success, and 
engendered appreciably eater 
student interest in the Fatima 
prophecies.

During his illness in 19138, from 
which he recovered, certain news- 
papers misinterpreted the fact 
that Holy Communion was brought 
to him in the sickroom, following 
a procession with lighted candles. 
This could only be the Viaticum; 
they said. To which the Pope pub- 
licly gave notice that he was not 
receiving Viaticum but only the 
Eucharist every morning during 
his illness and convalescence, as 
be done, and as Mother 
Church desires of her priests when 
they cannot celebrate Mass. 


During this same illness, on the 
‘testimony of his infirmarian Fra 
Faustino Giulini, we are told about 
the Pope’s devotion before and 
after receiving the Blessed Sac- 
rament: “I have never seen any- 
thing more angelic or more sera- 
phic in my life. The Vicar of 
Christ prepared himself with the 
greatest recollection for that sol- 
emn moment. I myself would 
‘hand him the stole, which he rev- 
erently kissed. Then he made 
sure that everything about him 
was in order, even to smoothing 
his hair; finally he folded his 
hands. At first sight of the 
Blessed Sacrament his eyes and 
face became traasfigured. 


“When the priest entered, who 
was his nephew, Mons. Parolin, he 
bowed profoundly; at the Confiteor 
and the Domine non sum dignus, 
he assumed an attitude of such 
humility as to move me even to 
tears. Then for at least a quarter 
of an hour after he wished to be 
absolutely alone, to be disturbed 
by no one, that he might taste the 
consoling sweetness of his union 
with God.”

“And who is Jesus Christ?” 


“Jesus Christ is God,” answer- 
ed the boy, without hesitation. 


“Bring him to me tomorrow 
morning,” the Pope continued, ad- 
dressing the mother. “I will give 
him Holy Communion myself.”

The Pope took special delight in 
meeting and greeting First Com- 
municants. Once after listening 
to the little orations spoken by a 
group of Roman children who had 
just made their First Communion, 
he was deeply moved and asked 
them if their last Communion, the 
one they would make just before 
dying, would be made with as much 
fervor and love as the first. They 
answered in a thunderous chorus: 
“Yes! Yes!” Some said, “Yes, 
Pope.” And one little child, touched 
by the Christ-like charity that rad- 
iated from the Pontiff’s features, 
answered, “Yes, Jesus!” 

One of the happiest moments of 
his life, so Pius X declared, was 
in the spring of 1912, when a pil- 
grimage of 4,000 children, who had 
recently. made their First Com- 
munion, came to Rome and pre- 
sented to the Holy Father an al- 
bum signed by 135,330 French boys 
and girls who had offered their 
First Holy Communion for the in- 
tention of the Vicar of Christ. 

Those who knew the Pope in- 
timately recognized a strange af- 
finity between himself and the in- 
rnocent little children who would 
kneel at his feet.

became thoroughly convinced of the 
value of sports, especially base- 
ball, in building character. Later, 
as a priest, Father Martin was 
one of the founders of the Canad- 
ian American League of which 
he was president for seven years. 
Eventually, pressure of parochial 
duties forced Father Martin to 
retire from this position, but he 
accepted a connection as advis- 
er of the Border League which 
he still retains. 


Can't Win Them All 


This priest’s interest in baseball 
is not an idle one. He saw it as 
one of the finest methods there 
is for the training of character. 
Here, a boy must learn how to 
lose before he can learn how to 
win. Before he learns how to hit 
the ball, he must strike out a 
number of times. Even the very 
best major league hitters will not 
average more than two hits in five 
times at bat for a season play. 


A team hopes to win a lot of 
games in the course of the season, 
but not all of them. There is no 
“undefeated season” hysteria in 
baseball. It is unknown to the 
game. Last year’ the World 
Champion Yankees lost many ball 
games and the winner this year 
will do the same. But no team 
will be a champion if its players 
cannot get over a loss. 


Most other sports as they are 
played today, concentrate only 
upon the “win” column, A college 
baseball team can lose two or 
three baseball games a season and 
no one thinks too much about that. 
But let its football team lose the 
same number of games and general 
chaos results. The coach is fired, 
the president begins to snatch 
himself bald and the enrollment 
begins to drop. There must be an 
undefeated season, or else! 


The same holds true with basket- 
ball. Every school hopes for an 
undefeated season. If four or five 
games are drypped, the coach and 


players are liable to become the 
laughing stock of campus and 
town. All of this is bad for our 
American youth. 


Sandlot Season 


The sandlot season is just. be- 
ginning. Thousands of American 
small fry will be showing up at 
hundreds of diamonds all over the 
nation. They won’t have uniforms 
or expensive equipment, but they 
will have the enthusiasm to get 
out there and play the game. Some 
of them won't get a hit all season 
and others will never win a game. 
Jews, Catholics, Protestants and 
Negroes will be playing along side 
of one another trying to advance 
that runner or get that double 
play, and they won’t ask any ques- 
tions either. All in all they will 
be learning how to lose as well 
as win and will be fitting them- 
selves for the rough and tumble 
of later life.

Well, 
the answer is.no. And the reason 
is this. Since it is the Church that 
tells us- which days are holydays 
of obligation (holydays on which 
we must g° to Mass) the Church 
can pick the days it wants to pick. 
And it has picked six of them for 
us in the United States, and eight 
for England, and so on. 

Sunday, though, is a different 
thing. The Church will not change 
Sunday because keeping one day a 
week holy is not the Church’s rule; 
it is God’s. In fact, to show us how 
important Sunday is, the Church 
repeats God’s rule in her own First 
Rule, her own First Command- 
ment. And only after mentioning 
Sundays does the Church talk 
about the other holydays. 

Remembering that, try to think 
back to what I said last time. It 
was something about Jesus giving 
His Church the power to make 
rules because He knew that the 
Ten Commandments that God gave 
to Moses might not always be 
enough. That was it, wasn’t it? 
And it means that the Church 
thinks that the Sundays alone are 
not enough for us, doesn’t it? It 
means that we can never really 
pray to God enough.

The same principlé is involved 
as was involved in the case of the 
New Hampshire physician who 
was charged with terminating the 
life of a woman who was near 
death on account of cancer. It is 
God Who gives life; it is He Who 
alone can give life, and only He 
may take it. That physician was 
suspended from the practice of 
medicine even though he had a 
number of supporters. It just 
happened that the general consent 
of physicians was rightfully op- 
posed to his act. 

The baby ready to be born pos- 
sesses’ life that will last forever, 
and according to the very plan of 
God it is to live a supernatural 
life eternally. That supernatural 
life is conferred, according to an 
arrangement of Christ, by Bap- 
tim. If both the child’s and the 
mother’s lives cannot be saved,

The merits of the case are set- 
tled, therefore, on the intention 
and the direct effect of the medi- 
cine or surgery used. 


If a Christian is going to ac- 
cept the Bible only as his rule of 
faith and practice, what day will 
he have to observe as a Christian 
Sabbath? Will it be Saturday or 
Sunday? 


The Christian Sabbath is to be 
observed on Sunday, although it is 
not distinctly declared in the New 
Testament that the day of public 
worship was changed from the 
Saturday by Christ. 


If you will read the Acts of the 
Apostles you will note the trouble 
which the Apostles had with con- 
verts to the Christian faith from 
Judaism. They wished to continue 
observing the Old Law and even 
expected the converts from among 
the Gentiles to be first circumcized 
and then to observe a great portion 
of the Old Testament. In order 
to bring home to them that the 
ceremonial part of the Old Law 
was not to be observed in the New, 
we find that the early Christians 
met for their chief devotion on the 
first day of the week, or Sunday. 
Instead of participating in the 
temple sacrifice, they participated 
in the new Eucharistic sacrifice 
known among them as “the break- 
ing of bread.” 


Hence from the time of the 
Apostles, Christians have observed 
the Sunday instead of the Satur- 
day, but with the Bible only as a 
guide, the change could not be 
justified by Protestants. 


What do you mean by the 
Apostles changing the Sabbath? 
I have never seen anything in my 
New Testament about that. I have 
looked over all of it for such a 
change in the New Testament. 
Perhaps I have missed it. Will you 
kindly explain that change by the 
Avostles? 


The answer to this second ques- 
tion is contained in our first. | 
have admitted that the New Testa- 
ment does not distinctly state that 
the Saturday worship was to be 
exchanged by Sunday worship, or 
that the Apostles ordered the 
change. The Acts of the Apostles 
r.erely indicate that the early 
Christiane did meet on the first 
day of the week—and evidently 
with apostolic authority.

make student-professor relations 
more cordial and thus more condu- 
cive to learning, and, over the 
short run, to seek to obtain this 
first objective through informal 
student-professor seminars’ at 
which current topics could be dis- 
cussed. ~ 


During the semester, the sem- 
inars included such topics as race 
relations, modern journalism, lib- 
eral vs. specialized education, and 
military service. These seminars 
were attended by two to four pro- 
fessors and up to a dozen students. 
Significant improvement in student 
attitudes toward professors and 
vice versa was noted, and import- 
ant values were derived from the 
discussions themselves. 


In addition to the activities of 
the regular groups, the Federa- 
tion often is called upon by various 
University agencies to undertake 
“special assignments” which range 
in nature from conducting date 
bureaus for campus conventions to 
establishing and orientation pro- 
gram for freshmen entering col- 
lege during the summer sessions 
or promoting adoration of the 
Blessed Sacrament during Lent. 
These additional tasks are gen- 
erally assigned to individual mem- 
bers of YSC who, in turn, form 
their own teams to conduct the pro- 
ject. Strictly speaking, some of 
these activities may not fall with- 
in the scope of Catholic Action, but, 
insofar as they constitute a service 
to the student community, and 
YCS is qualified to undertake them 
due to its large membership, such 
requests for help on particular pro- 
jects are welcomed. 

Some of these services have 
grown into autonomous campys 
business enterprises which now 
contribute to the financial support 
of the YCS movement. YCS at 
Notre Dame founded a book ex- 
change and a campus press several 
years ago. The former enables stu- 
dents to sell their used books at a 
fair price and to buy needed texts 
at a considerable discount. The 
campus press does job printing for 
student organizations at substan- 


tially lower prices than are charged; P, §

member of YCS, As these groups 
begin to function they elect their 
own group leaders and become reg- 
ular members of the campus YCS 
Federation. 

Student Catholic Action and 
YCS, however, face many difficult 
problems at the present time. These 
problems beset the movement on 
every level from the intensely prac- 
tical plane to that of general policy. 
It will be the purpose of the third 
and last article in this series to 
examine these problems both as 
they are found on the Notre Dame 
campus and as they appear in the 
national movement.

The Most Rev. Hugh L. Lamb, 
Auxiliary Bishop of Philadelphia, 
has been chosen as the first Bishop 
of the newly-created diocese of 
Greensburg, Pa., by Pope Pius XII.

EVEN HUNDRED and twenty 
years ago on the thirteenth of 
June, there arose spontaneously 
from the streets of a town in Italy 
the voices of children crying aloud, 
“The saint is dead!” “Our Father 


is dead!” “Anthony is dead!” 


About the same time the follow- 
the people of 
Lisbon, Portugal heard the bells of 
their Church suddenly ring, though 
no person was ringing them. It 
was the hour at which in Rome, 


ing year, 1232, 


the son of their parish, born in 
Lisbon only 87 years before, was 


being inscribed on the calendar of 


the Saints. Pope Gregory IX 


signed the bull of canonization, 


dated at Spoletto. 


From the very moment of the 
saint’s death, and continuing all 
through these 720 years, the end- 
less streams of miracles wrought 
at the intercession of the Wonder 
Worker of Padua have never 
ceased. Wherever Christianity has 
spread throughout the world, this 
universal saint has his host of 
clients. 

This is not surprising, for St. 
Anthony listens to all: Petitions for 
apparently trifling things as well 
as requests for outright miracles 
are given his prompt attention. 
The child who has lost his ball may 
call upon Anthony to find it, even 
as the man who has lost his faith. 
Anthony will find both for his re- 
spective clients. 

When the tyrant, Ezzelino, was 
murdering thousands upon thous- 
ands in Verona and in Padua, 
Anthony approached the palace and 
with a calm dignity upbraided the 
cruel ruler. The guards stood 
ready, expecting at every moment 
the order to cut him to pieces. But 
when Anthony finished his dis- 
course, to their great astonishment, 
Ezzelino stepped down from his 
throne and knelt at the feet of 
Anthony, begging forgiveness of 
God. 

While preaching on the seacoast 
of Rimini, Anthony noticed that 
a group of heretics started to walk 
away. Presently the saint turned 
toward the sea and called out to 
the fishes: “Come and listen to me; 
the heretics do not want to hear 
the word of God.” Instantly shoals 
of fish came swimming toward the 
shore, thrusting their heads out of 
the water as if to hear the speaker. 
The heretics were converted.

In reality, this French 
phrase merely says that the author 
does not construe the “imprima- 
tur” as an approval of his views, 
which of course is entirely correct. 
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Baptist ‘Minister Scores 
Latest Blanshard Attack 
On Catholic Way Of Life 


Concord, N. H. —(NC)— A Pro- 
testant clergyman of Loudon, N. 
H., got front-page play here when 
he took issue with anti-Catholic 
contentions of Paul Blanshard, au- 
thor s6f “Communism, Democrary 
and Catholic Power.” Among oth- 
ers, fe challenged Mr. Blanshard’s 
view that no Catholic should be 
named to a public school board un- 
less he “repudiated” the stand of 
the Catholic Church on education. 
Mr. Blanshard voiced his views in 
a recent lecture here. 


The clergyman is the Rev. Ray- 
mon Pearl, a Baptist, whose opin- 
ions expressed in a letter to the 
editors of The Union-Leader, a 
leading New Hampshire newspa- 
per, were published in a two-col- 
umn, front page article. 


“This type of speaker ridicules 
the large families of Catholics, and 


the Catholic stand against liberaliz- | 


ing birth control laws,” the Bap- 
tist minister wrote. “There is no 
question with a Bible-believing 
Christian but that God blesses 
large families, and the Christians 
know that the liberals are displeas- 
ing God in their wholesale practice 
of birth control. 

“Blanshard says a Protestant has 
no authority with which to speak 
in guiding marriages of young peo- 
ple. I disagree; the Protestant 
minister has the ‘Thus saith the 
Lord’ of the Scriptures. 

“Ridicule, rather than facts, also 
is used against the Catholics’ com- 
mendable stand on divorce,” he con- 
tinued. 

“Many people do not realize that 
there are two groups of Protest- 
ants—the believers in the authori- 
ties of the Scriptures and the ‘Lib- 
erals’ who accept only that part 
of the Scriptures that coped! to 
their own reasoning.” 


Send Korean Orphans Back To Taegu

Somewhere in Korea —(NC)— 
The First Cavalry Division of the 
U. S. Army added’ a victory of 
charity to its record when it de- 
livered 24 war orphans to the shel- 
ter of three orphanages in Taegu. 
All 24 children were rescued by 
First Cavalry men from the ruins 
of Korean towns and villages. Two 
little girls were in the group. 

Some of the orphans had been 
kept by Ist Cavalry units as mas- 
cots for months. 

“Originally we had 49 orphans 
with the division, all acquired dur- 
ing the 10 months of war in Kor- 
ea,” said the Rev. (Lt. Col.) Har- 
old O. Prudell of Milwaukee, div- 
ision chaplain. “We have already 
placed 25 with families or orphan- 


ages. We felt that it was now time 


to evacuate the rest from the div- 
ision, especially as some of the 
being rotated back to the 


“We made arrangements with 
orphanages conducted under relig- 
ious auspices in Taegu and I set 
Saturday for ‘Operation Mascot’ 
which would separate the children 
from the division. On that day they 
all came to the clearing station 
with the men who had originally 
picked them up. The men had taken 
up collections and brought nearly 

for the care and future edu- 
cation of each child.” 

The G.I.’s found it hard to part 


with the orphans, whom they load- 
ed with farewell . Most. of the 

ys were in cowboy suits 
that the soldiers had bought for 


they told Father ‘Prudell that they 
would like half of the children sent

One little girl has been placed 
in the orphanage of the St. Paul 
of Chartres Sisters in ‘Taegu. Six 
of the boys have been accepted by 
Father Anthony Bong, Korean 
priest who conducts an orphan- 
age in Chechon, though he has 
transferred his institution to Taegu 
to escape war dangers.

“Only one child cried at the 
parting,” said Father Prudell. “The 
rest seemed satisfied that as in 
many other moves we have made 
in the past ten months of war, 
their Ist Cavalry friends would see 
that they would be well taken care 
of in this one.” 

According .to M/Sgt. Fred 
Baars, Stars and Stripes corres- 
pondent, “Operation Mascot” 
brought more tears from the G.I.’s 
than from the orphans.

Miss Graef ignores a large part 
of the voluminous literature which 
contradicts Dr. de Poray’s and her 
own views, although she refers to 
the standard work by the late Dr. 
Fritz Gerlich, of Munich, and 
uotes from the two books pub- 
lished in the United States, be- 
sides Archbishop Teodorowicz’s, 
which discuss Therese Neumann’s 
experiences in a favorable light 
(one written by the late Paul 
Schimberg, of Milwaukee, the other 
by Baron Frederic von Lama, both 
published by Bruce, Milwaukee). 
Also Miss Graef seems to have 
leaned considerably on the counsel 
of a theologian who happens to be 
an outspoken opponent of the su- 
ernatural interpretation of the 
onnersreuth phenomena. 

Throughout her book she shows 
a bias one would not expect of a 
scholar: Scornful and even sar- 
castic remarks about Therese per- 
sonally which easily could have 
been dispensed with, confirm this 
impression (thus when she speaks 
disparagingly of “pious legends,” 
resents Therese’s sense of humor 
and natural gaiety, objects to her 
using a primitive private pew in

Wins Prize 


Girl Writes On 
Catholic Education 
In Latin America 


Washington —(NC)— The ans- 


~\wer to problems of Catholic edu- 


cation in Latin America is a diffi- 
cult one, but many attempts are 
being made to solve them, writes 
Virginia Clines, a student of St. 
Joseph’s College for Women, 
Brooklyn, in her essay, “Catholic 
Higher Education in Latin Amer- 
ica Today.” 

It has been awarded the $100 
Rev. Dr. James A. Magner Prize 
in the national contest for under- 
graduates in Catholic colleges and 
universities sponsored by the In- 
stitute of Ibero-American Studies 
of The Catholic University of 
America. Miss Clines lives in 
Brooklyn. 

Miss Clines ‘ touches upon the 
background of Catholic higher ed- 
ucation in Latin America during 
the colonial period, speaks®of the 
difficulties that faced the Church 
during the early years of independ- 
ence, and enumerates the more re- 
cent efforts by Catholics in the 
field of education. Because of the 
secularistic policies of many Latin- 
American governments, “Catholics 
in most of the Latin American re- 

ublics,” the author writes “have 
ound it necessary to make a new 
beginning in founding colleges and 
universities.” 

“Lack of support of Catholic ed- 
ueation in Latin America,” she 
writes, “is due to a large extent 
to the discrepancy that exists be- 
tween the number of people who 
are actual practicing Catholics 
and those who are Catholics in 
name only.” She added that “re- 
ligious indifferentism is due to a 
large extent to a lack of priests 
and religious.”

“It is forgotten that civil sta- 
tutes cannot constitute an action 
as right where the intrinsic nature 
of the action is morally wrong. An 
action does not begin to be good 
morally simply because it is per- 
mitted by majority vote or legis- 
lative edict. An action does not 
become morally wrong by the fact 
that it is prescribed by law. 


“One of our common mistaken 
attitudes is seeking laws for the 
remedy of what are essentially 
moral problems, involving exist- 
ing moral law, mediated to man 
through conscience. It may well be 
that many men may have to be 
clubbed into decency and 
by the constraints of public w, 
where morals and religion have 
had no part in their education and 
formation, 


“But the fact remains that, law 
or no law, the manufacture of 
poisonous foods and franudnient 
drugs is, ‘morally, murder, 
failure to protect laborers against 
the hazards of their occupation ‘is, 
morally, manslaughter, ‘prior to 
the enactment of any law. The 
corruption of civil officials, or the 
pervergion of popular referendums 
in popular govérnments is, moral- 
ly, treason. 

“Likewise, the trifling with hu-
